OUR  AMERICAN  VISITORS. 


Tlie  gentlemen  wlio  liave  been  our 
guests  from  the  United  Slates  fur  two  weeks 
or  so  liave  left  us  for  Mimtevideo,  Brazil 
and  lioiiie.  During  their  visit  among  us 
tliey  have  received  many  attentions  and 
courtesies  which  we  trust  will  leave  witli 
them  pleasant  memories  of  Bnenos  Aires, 
So  far  as  we  are  aware,  ihere  has  been  a 
general  wish  that  they  should  tiave  a 
pleasant  visit  among  us,  and  that  nothing 
should  be  said  or  dune  to  mar  lliis  visit. 
The  writer  has  had  thu  lionour  of  several 
interviews  with  these  gentlemen  and  knows 
full  well  that  they  deserve  the  respect  and 
esteem  of  all  who  may  meet  them,  and  in 
what  wc  may  have  to  say  we  wish  t{i  dis- 
claim at  the  outset  any  criticism  ux\.  our 
late  guests,  either  collectively  or  individ- 
ually, but  we  deem  it  proper  to  discuss 
the  policy  pursued  in  the  creation  of  a 
commission.  We  understand,  although  we 
may  be  mistaken,  that  Minister  Buchanan 
lias  long  been  impressed  with  the  fltct  tltat 
the  men  who  sliape  commercial  policies  in 
the  United  States  do  not  appreciate  Ar- 
gentina and  have  not  any  clear  conception 
of  what  she  is  now  doing  and  the  greater 
things  she  is  destined  to  do  at  no  di.stant 
day.  He  has  made  a  pretty  extensive  ex- 
ploration of  the  country  and  he  is  a  man 
whom  nothing  escapes.  Impressed  with 
these  l^icts  and  thoughts  he  naturally  be- 
came interested  that  the  leading  men  of  liis 
conntry  should  see  what  he  saw.  Mr. 
Fishback,  who  for  five  years  was  secretary 
of  the  United  States  legaiion  here,  was 
about  to  return  to  the  United  States  and 
between  the  minister  and  him  it  was 
thought  tiiat  there  miglu  he  arranged  a  del- 
egation of  leading  capitalists  and  manufac- 
turers to  makea  visit  to  Argentina,  not  a 
company  of  respeciable  gentlemen,  mer- 
chants and  maniif.ictiirers  only,  hut  leaders 
and  typical  managers  of  great  undertakings. 
It  was  nndeistood  here  that  such  a  result 
had  been  readied,  in  view  of  which  certain 
steps  were  taken  to  extend  to  sucli  a  repre- 
sentative commission     a    few    appropriate 


courtesies.  By  some  unfortimate  means, 
this  plan  miscarried  and  the  idea  in  the 
United  States  was  to  send  delegates  from 
several  local  nianulaciuring  associations, 
witli  the  view  of  seeing  what  cmild  be 
seen.  These  gentlemen  so  delegateil  did 
not  assutue  to  represent  llie  initial  idea, 
nor  ditl  they  know  what  it  was,  and  so  it 
came  to  pass  that  these  visitors,  who  would 
have  been  very  glad  lo  make  us  a  visit 
quietly  and  without  ostentation,  found 
themselves  thrust  into  a  position  which  was 
not  a  little  embarrassing,  though  Minister 
Buchanm,  with  infinite  lact,  courage  and 
good  ,'icnse,  minimised  the  embarrassments 
as  much  as  possible.  The  idea  he  bad  in 
mind  and  for  which  he  prepared  was  not 
carried  out,  and  the  elToris  from  the  two 
points  were  at  cross  purposes.  Under  the 
circumstances,  tliere  was  nothing  for  it  but 
to  make  the  best  of  the  situation,  and  it 
was  to  the  credit  of  our  visitors  that  this 
was  dtme  as  well  as  it  was.  These  facts 
will  e.'iplain  what  has  puzzled  many  people 
and  what  has  engaged  the  attention  of  same 
oi  our  colleagues,  viz:  why  these  visitors 
should  have  been  treated  ditl'erently  from 
any  other  company  of  commercial  visitors 
who  are  continually  coining  and  going. 
There  really  was  no  reason  for  so  doing, 
but  had  the  original  idea  been  carried  out, 
ihe  cummission  woiili!  have  been  some- 
thing more  than  the  visit  of  a  dozen  respect- 
able business  men. 

Why  did  the  original  idea  fail  ?  In  our 
opinion,  the  answer  is  not  diflicult.  Such 
representatives  as  were  contemplated  are 
men  of  many  and  great  alTairs,  and  they 
have  not  three  months  to  spare  in  a  jour- 
ney of  indefinite  expliH'aiion.  There  is  too 
much  to  do  at  home  to  admit  ol  this  and 
they  did  not  come  and  they  will  not  come. 
We 'do  not  in  the  least  believe  ih.it  any 
adecpiate  good  can  ci>me  of  itineiant  com- 
missions beyond  extending  a  knowledge  of 
the  country.  Business  does  not  follow  a 
bandmaster  and  a  show,  but  enters  an  open- 
ing when  seen.  There  is  nothing  to  pre- 
vent the  Americans  from  constructing  rail- 
ways, e,«tahlisliing  banks,  or  doing  anything 
else  that  English,  German,  French  and 
Italian  capitalists  do,  but  the  Americans  do 
not  ciime  here  in  large  numbers,  because  it 
does  not  suit  tlieir  inleresls  to  do  so.  We 
have  had  a  procession  of  visiting  commis- 
.sions  for  at  least  20  years.  One,  an  official 
commission,  arrived  here  on  a  Thursday 
and  stayed  in  one  of  die  hotels  till  the  fol- 
lowing Monday,  having  in  the  meantime 
visited  Palermo  park,  and  the  secretary  of 
that  commission  has  written  two  books  on 
ihe  country  on  the  sirength  of  the  visit. 
Who  does  not  remember  tlie  many  projects, 
the  wonderful  promises,  the  indefinite 
wiinders  to  come  from  these  visits,  but  from 
it  all  has  cuma  nothing  but  words.  Tliere 
are  American  houses  here  which  came 
wiihont  the  sound  of  drum  or  parade  of 
banners,  and  when  anything  else  is  done 
it  will  be  done  without  fuss,  noise  or  clap- 
trap. This  was  tlie  idea  and  wish  of  Min- 
ister Buchanan,  who  has  no  use  for  a  .show, 
bui,  like  his  predecessors,  lie  was  made  lo 
some  extent  a  victim  to  the  ambitions  of 
others.  The  visit  we  have  had  will  not  he 
valueless.  The  hard-headed  men  who 
weie  with  us  will  let  their  people  know 
what  they  have  seen,  which  will  be  to  thcin 
a  revelation  of  the  fact  that  Argentina  is  not 
the  commercial  ally,  but  a  competitor  of 
the  United  States. 


Egypt  was 'accustomed  to  charge  the  Abys- 
sinian government  a  heavy  tribute  in  pay- 
ment for  their  Abuna.  Even  against  the 
king  Itie  Abuna  at  times  maintains  his 
authority,  although  against  a  determined 
ruler  he  can  do  notliing.  When  in  1S6S 
the  Abuna  excommunicated  the  ferocious 
King  Tlieodorus,  the  same  that  caused  the 
English  expedition  of  lliat  year  and  tiie 
capture  of  the  capital  city  Magdala,  the 
King  coolly  drew  his  revolver,  and  holding 
it  to  the  temple  of  the  prostrate  Abuna, 
said,  "Dear  Father,  I  beg  of  you  your 
blessing  !''  (^uite  naturally  it  was  no  longer 
refused. 

The  Abuna  resides  in  Gondar,  and  is  the 
head  of  the  church.  Tiie  stage  in  the 
hierarchy  is  represented  by  the  arclipriesis, 
and  then  come  the  four  stages  of  priest, 
siibprcshyler,  deacon,  and  subdeacon.  Ttu; 
only  rival  in  authority  which  the  Abun.i 
has  is  the  head  prior  ol  the  monks,  a  power- 
ful class,  who  is  officially  called  Etihegf. 
nad  resides  in  ihe  monastery  of  Dabva  Leba- 
nor  in  Shoa,  Rohlfs  met  this  official  in  com- 
pany with  the  negus  or  king,  mul  decLnes 
ttiat  he  was  a  cultivated  and  highly  educat- 
ed gentleman,  much  more  so  than  any  other 
representative  of  the  Abyssinian  clergy  that 
he  met.  A  strange  oilicial  is  the  Nehreld, 
who  resides  in  Axum,  the  old  capital  in  the 
north.  He  is  the  manager  of  die  church 
property  throughout  the  country,  and  a  great 
portion  of  Abyssinia  belongs  to  the  church. 
Ills  representatives  in  the  various  churches 
are  the  Debtarxjs,  who  are  at  least  able  to 
read  and  wiile,  and  are  versed  in  the  laws 
of  the  country.  They  are,  however,  laymen, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  tbey  take  a 
leading  patt  in  the  public  set  vices,  notablv 
ill  the  singing  of  the  liturgy.  As  a  rule  the 
monks  are  not  active  in  cliurcb  services  or 
work,  although  they  have  as  a  rule  received 
a  lower  graile  of  ordination.  There  is  an 
abundance  of  cloisters  in  Abjssinia,  and 
Roblfs  has  visitrd  a  monastery  in  northern 
Abyssinia  in  which  there  weie  fully  a  thous- 
and inmates.  \'et  the  monk  |)iiesis  need 
not  confine  their  activity  to  ilieir  monas- 
teries ;  tliey  are  also  permitieii  to  hear  auri- 
cular confessions  and  absolve  the  Abyssin- 
ian Christians. 

It  is  difficult  10  determine  how  large  the 
clerical  profession  in  Aby.ssinia  is  numer- 
ically. The  traveller  Henglin.  who  visited 
the  country  in  iSrti  and  1862,  computes 
thai  there  must  be  at  least  12, coo  priests 
and  UKinks  altogether,  ami  declares  that  the 
bulk  of  these  are  drones  living  on  the  labour 
of  the  common  people.  It  is,  however, 
doubtful  i(  the  charge  of  idleness  can  be 
proved  against  the  Abyssinian  priests.  The 
superior  clergy  have  political  and  atiminis- 
trative  duties  lo  perform  as  well  as  ecclesi- 
astical, and  are  kept  busier  than  the  clergy 
in  the  eastern  chiirclies  generally  are.  In 
regard  to  numbers  it  wouUI  seem  that 
Henglin's  figures  aie  reidly  too  low.  Some 
travellers  report  that  a  siiigfe  village  church 
has  as  high  as  tweniy  |)riest-;,  and  th,it  the 
cii)'  of  Gondar  alone,  which  is  really  but 
an  iiisignificanl  town  of  4,000  souls,  has 
"several  hundred"  [iiiesis.  —  Chnstliclic 
Well,   Leipzig, 


rim  CREED  OF  TIIE  ABYS- 
SINIAN^. 

With  the  exception  of  a  small  percentage 
of  adherents  of  Mohammedanism  and  of  tfie 
Fatashas,  or  "Black  Jews,"  of  whom  there 
are  about  300,000  in  Abyssinia,  and  of  the 
heathen  Gallas  in  the  south,  the  Abyssinians 
are  all  Christians,  and  really  belong  to  the 
oldest  Christian  nations  of  the  globe,  hav- 
ing kept  their  national  and  ecclesiastical 
organizations  intact,  even  against  the  Mos- 
lem attacks  of  the  centuries,  ever  .since  tlic 
fourth  century.  It  is  commonly  estimated 
that  there  are  from  three  to  four  million 
Christians  in  Abyssinia,  but  this  is  evidently 
an  exaggeration.  Gerhard  Rohlfs,  who  vis- 
ited Abyssinia  officially  as  a  representative 
of  the  German  government,  reports  In  his 
work  entitled  "  Meine  Mission  in  ■  Ahys- 
siiiien,"  that  the  number  canjiot  exceed  one 
and  a  half  initlion. 

It  is  a  strange  phenomenon  that  tiie  liigli- 
e.'it  ecclesiasticiil  official  in  tlie  ctiunlry,  the 
Abuna  (literally  "Our  Father"),  the  head, 
in  fad  onl}'  hishnp  y,{  the  land,  must 
always  be  a  Copi  jiihI  can  never  he  a  naiive 
Abyssinian.      In  forniei   liavs  the  viceroy  of 


nil'.  FORESTS  AND  PEOPLE  OF 
GUIANA. 

The  high  wood-^,  die  dense  primeval 
/orests  of  tropical  Americfi,  shoot  straight 
upwards  in  grand  and  crowded  array,  the 
pillars  of  a  dense  roof  of  dark  green  foliage; 
and  from  their  branches  hang  festoons"of 
bush  rope,  in  strenuous,  though  invisible, 
combat  one  with  the  other  to  reach  the 
,soil,  even  as  the  great  trees  are  in  similar 
combat  lo  force  their  way  up  into  the  sun- 
light and  the  air.  So  thickly  matted  is  the 
rtiof  of  branch  and  leaf,  of  pendulou.s  rope 
and  ivy,  that  the  light  is  dim.  You  may 
travel  for  days  and  never  see  the  sun  save 
(or  slanting  shafts  of  hurnished  gold  that 
[)ierce  the  interstices  of  this  natural  ceiling; 
or  for  occasional  cle-oaiices  where  some  old 
giant  of  the  forest  has  fallen,  crashing 
down  all  the  weaker  trees  that  could  not 
withstand  iis  weight.  The  atuiospiiere  is 
almost  intulerably  liot  and  dank.  The 
ground  is  encumbered  with  a  dense  under- 
growth  of  bush,  making  progress  painfidly 
slow,  even  overall  Indian  trail. 

The  silence  is  as  ojipressive  as  the  heat, 
just  before  daybreak,  in  the  ten  minutes  or 
so  nf  half  fight,  the  forest  will  resound  witli 
[lie  cries  of  munkry-,  ;ind  thf  notes  of  birds. 
As  the  sun  ri.ses  ovrr  the  woodland  golden- 
bivasted  raarmoscs  will  leap  from  tree  to 
tree;  now  -awA  again  a  red-plumaged  bird 
may  dart  like  a  llaiiie  through  the  leaves;  a 
labha,    a   peccary,    a    tapir,   or   possibly'  a

the  M^ienin  note  of  the  l)e!I-biiti  niiij'  cclm 
in  the  glows  ;  but  these  rare  incidents  of 
tlie  toresi  noomlay  sccni  but  to  inlcnsify 
the  niotioiik'iis  cliaracter  nl'the  scene,  antl 
deepL-n  the  sense  of  pcrlect  solitude  and 
siknce.  U  is  nuicli  the  same  when  travel- 
ing on  tlie  rivcis  and  crueks.  Rarely  does 
the  traveler  on  these  winding  streams  got  a 
clear  stretch  in  front  «(  him.  lie  is  on  w 
wide  avenue  of  water  with  high  forest  hanks 
10  tlie  light  and  left,  with  a  great  wall  of 
trees  behind  lilm  and  another  in  Ironi,  a 
wall  iliat  ];i\'t:i^  way  as  tlie  boat  approaches 
the  bund,  and  resolves  itself  iiuo  new  ft 
est  banks  with  another  wall  of  trees  at  the 
next  turn  of  the  stream.  Not  a  sign  of  life 
will  be  seen,  not  a  sound  heard  but  the 
rhythmic  stroke  of  the  paddles.  The  creeks 
are  of  equal  stillness  and  of  unsurpassable 
loveliness,  the  cool  brown  waters  covered 
with  the  queen  of  water  lilies  and  ovcr- 
archetl  with  trees,  festooned  wiih  lianas, 
creepers,  and  orcliids.  Often  does  a  pas- 
sage have  to  be  forced  with  cutlasses 
througii  these  meandering  waterways. 
I'A-erv  stroke  ol  the  paddles  gives  a  new 
view'  and  reveals  a  still  more  entrancing 
scene. 

And  what  of  tlie  iieonle  of  this  interest- 
ing country?  They  number  but  287,000, 
an  infinitesimal  prnponinn  of  what  the  area 
could  support.  When  the  l.Hitch  went 
there  in  the  sixteenth  century  the  loresis 
were  tlie  iiome  of  a  large  tribe  of  red  In- 
dians, whu  had  probably  found  their  way 
Irnni  the  ndrlhern  part  of  the  coiiliiient 
along  tlie  chain  of  islands  across  die  Carib- 
bean sea.  Now,  however,  there  are  scarce- 
ly 20,000  aborigines  between  the  Orinoco 
and  the  Corentyn.  The  Caribs,  the  only 
warlike  and  courageou.s  tribe  among  them, 
are  practically  extinct;  the  few  who  remain 
have  lost  their  love  ol  battle.  There  is  no 
market  for  slaves  such  as  that  established 
by  the  Dutch  nearly  300  years  ago  on  ihe 
Orinoco  delta  ;  and  with  the  cessation  of 
the  trade  in  Indian  labor  (or  the  Dutch 
plantations  in  the  Pomeroon  and  Kssequibo 
distiicts,  tlie  Caribs  found  their  occupa- 
tion gone.  They  have  dwindled  down  to 
vanishing  point.  The  diminishing  tribes 
that  remain  are  inofTensive,  and  as  shy,  too, 
as  the  animals  whose  forest  habitation  they 
share.  These  make  magnificent  boalmcn 
and  woodmen,  threading  their  way  through 
the  intiicacies  of  the  forest  with  an  case  in- 
comprehensible to  die  iMonpean,  a  giant 
tree,  a  fallen  trunk,  a  broken  Iwig,  their 
only  lindmaiks.  And  they  know  the  rivers 
as  onl\-  the  aborigine  can  know  dieni. 
I'lom  lliem  and  fmin  the  fnrest  they  draw 
ihfir  I.mmI,  in  the  woodlands,  wlieii  they 
loiin  11  seitlemrnl,  they  clear  a  patch  and 
cuhiv;iie  ca-;sava,  from  liie  ro^'l  of  which 
ihev  make  large,  tliln  cakes,  which  answer 
the  wliiie  man's  bread.  The  men  hunt  the 
labba  in  the  Irrest,  or  spear  and  net  lish  in 
dieri\eis;  whde  the  wumen  wea\'e  ham- 
mocks, lend  ihe  cassava  Held,  and  make 
paiw.iriie.  an  inU"^xicant  from  the  ferment- 
ed juice  of  the  cassava  root.  It  is  not  a 
strong  int^'xicant,  much  has  to  be  drunk 
befoie  an  liilaiious  effect  is  produced  And 
since  ihev  have  been  brought  into  contact 
with  Kuiopeans  they  have  learned  t!ie 
qualities  of  more  fiery  spirits  than  the  cas- 
sava root  wii;  yield  ;  they  have  learned 
some  of  ilie  wliiie  man's  lasie-;,  and  with 
them  si^-me  oi  his  diseases,  rapidly  lia.siening 
their  exlinctii  n  as  a  race.  Many  of  those 
who  keep  to  the  river  banks  and  about  the 
wood-cu:t:ng  grants  have  admixuire  ol  ne- 
gro blood.  They  are  useful  because  of 
their  knowledge  of  the  cataracts  and  Indian 
trails,  and  they  now  find  abundant  employ- 
ment as  bowmen  and  boatmen  for  the  gold- 
hunters.  But  they  are  a  people  who  will 
not  continue  in  tlie  land  ;  they  will  be 
merged  in  the  hybrid  population  of  the_ 
counir)-.  The  true  Indian  wid  go  farther" 
inland'before  the  steady  advance  ?f  civiliza- 
tion. He  shrinks  from  European  contact, 
a  veritable  chdd  of  nature,  of  an  impene- 
irabie  reserve,  full  of  superstitious  dreads, 
peopling  every  mountain,  river  and  forest- 
grove  with  spirits,  and  utterly  unable  to 
adapt  himself  lo  any  conditions  other  than 
those  of  the  nomad.  Before  many  genera- 
tions are  passed  there  wii!  be  no  other 
evidence  of  the  Indian  occupanis  of  Guiana 
than  the  mysterious  and  indecipherable 
picture-writing  wrought  by  their  remote 
ancestors  upon  the  great  bowlders  of  tlie 
river  catarac'.s. — Macmillan's  Magazim,

As  our  corres- 
pondent says,  "every  merchant  seems  to 
make  his  own  terms,  more  or  less,"  and  the 
dilaiiuiiic'ss,  indiffetence  and  worse  ot  die 
commercial  judges  to  whom  such  disputes 
are  referred,  make  it  possible  foi  them  to 
do  so.  We  have  heard  of  shameftil  eva- 
sions of  justice  in  these  claims  on  the  part 
of  judges,  and  as  the  shipmaster  can  not 
settle  downhere  to  fight  itoiu.  he  is  compel- 
led to  submit.  It  is  a  disgrace  to  the  port 
that  such  impositions  and  evasions  of  con- 
tract obligations  are  permitted.

That  same 
afternoun  Minister  Carlos  de  Carvalho  took 
occasion  at  a  cabinet  meeting  to  e.^iplain 
tlie  sitnation  and  complained  that  his  el- 
forls  to  settle  these  cpiesiions  with  rorei.^n 
[jowers  had  been  dishiyally  thwarted  by 
Minister  Gonfalves  Feireira  (inteiiir  and 
justice)  and  lii.s  friends.  This  led  ti  a 
sharp  C'intro\'ersy  which  the  President  was 
unable  to  cmitrol,  and  which  ended  by 
Minister  Chin(;,tlves  Ferreiia's  leaving'  the 
room  in  a  rage.  Both  ministers  presemed 
their  resignations,  and  both  were  accepied. 
On  Monday  morning  their  successors  were 
announced  as  (jcneral  Dioiiysio  Kvange- 
iisi.i  de  Casiro  Cerqueira,  minister  of  for^jign 
alVairs,  and  Deputy  Alberto  de  Sei.xas  Mar- 
lins 'I'lines,  minister  of  interior  and  jusiice. 
The  fiinner  was  a  member  ofthe  Brazilian 
aibiuMiinii  commission  at  Washington,  and 
is  credited  willi  being  a  gentleman  of  hriMil 
and  liberal  views.  U  is  believed  that  he 
will  be  a  safe  and  satisfactory  foreign  min- 
ister. The  other  appointee's  name  lias 
been  frequently  mentinned  in  conaecimn 
widi  possible  cabinet  clianges.  and  it  may 
therefore  he  assumed  that  he  has  a  strong 
)iolitical  following.  Tiie  position  is  one  , 
which  should  he  lilled  by  an  eminent  jurl^l. 
At  the  present  moment  iliere  is  a  iuil  iii  tiie 
Sturm,  but  it  is  believed  tiiat  oilier  changes 
and  oilier  coiuroversies  will  soon  fiiliow 
bec.iuse  nf  the  excited  slate  of  the  various 
panics  and  cliques  in  and  out  of  congress.

Thf  political  disorders  of  the  jjast  week 
were  I  fan  exceptionally  sensational  charac- 
ter in  many  respects.  Although  the  gov- 
ernmi'ii;  iiad  a  large  majoriiy  in  ilie  cham- 
ber and  Ci.Minied  upon  a  s.te  majority  in 
the  senate,  the  bill  approving  the  protocols 
en  the  Italian  claims  was  suJdenlv  aban- 
donej  in  third  reading  on  Mondav  and 
was  unanimously  rejected  by  ihe  de[iuties 
at  the  reque,^:  of  the  leader  ol  ttie  majoritv. 
The  a'.'.eged  reason  was  that  of  the  Italian 
demonstrations  against  Brazil  in  the  city  of 
Sao  P.iulo  on  the  Saturday  evening  and 
Sunday  preceding,  though  no  efforts  had 
been  made  to  \erify  die  truth  or  falsity  of 
the  reports  sent  down  by  telegraph.  I;  has 
.-ince  been  stated,  however,  that  opposition 
to  the  pr.-.'.ocols  had  appeared  in  militarv 
circles.  ,-.nd  that  the  Sao  Paulo  incidents 
were  a  convenient  pretext  to  escape  from  a 
threiiening  situation.  The  leader  of  the 
government  party  then  presented  a  bill 
authcrizmg  an  open  and  unlimited  credit 
f:r  the  payment  o!  recognized  foreign  claims 
agair.s:  Brazii.  which  aroused  renewed  op- 
p.-.si:;:n  ::.av.  ihe  jacobins  and  their  friends. 
The  government,  however,  disclaims  all 
responsibihty  for  this  measure.  There  were

against  the  insult  Uksatjronio)  and  declared 
tiiat  he  would  withdraw  the  coat  of  arms 
from  the  consulate".  Froin  this  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  Jonxal's  currespondeni  fully 
confirms  tlie  statement  of  our  correspon- 
dent thu  tlie  provocation  was  gi\eti  by  the 
students. 

Here  in  Rio  the  same  thing  occurred. 
The  jacobins  led  the  demonstrations  and 
were  the  first  to  parade  the  streets,  with 
insulting  cries  of  "death  to  Italv",  and 
*'long  live  Menelik",  but  the  Pohtechnic 
students,  whose  recent  exploits  have  made 
tliein  somewhat  notoriuus,  were  not  far 
behind  them  either  in  denouncing;  die 
measure,  or  in  proflering  gratuitous 
insults  to  Italy.  And  then  the  medical 
students,  and  the  free  law  course  stud- 
ents, and  even  the  boys  in  the  prepar- 
atory schools,  all  joined  in  the  demonstra- 
tions and  boldly  ventured  to  advise  congress 
what  It  should  do  to  preserve  the  honorand 
dignity  of  the  republic!  In  such  hands 
the  honur  and  dignity  of  the  republic  will 
of  course  be  sale,  and  as  the  sequel  proves 
the  grey-beards  should  not  be  slow  to 
recognize  that  fact. 

Still  further,  the  street  demoastradons 
here  in  Rio  were  made  piincipatlv  by  beard- 
less boys.  The  assaults  on  the  Italians 
were  made  by  moUqiics.  clerks,  students  and 
other  youngsters,  including  a  pretty  large 
propordon  of  the  rowdy  and  vagabond  efe- 
ments  of  the  city.  We  have  not  seen  a 
single  citizen  of  position  and  prominence 
taking  part  in  any  of  these  demonsirauons, 
and  yet  they  are  characterized  in  the  press 
as  of  patriotic  citizens  zealous  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  honor  and  integrity  of  the 
nation  !  A  greater  deception  was  never 
practised  !  What  can  such  hovs  know  of 
these  questions  .=  .\  large  percentage  of 
them  can  not  even  read,  and  probabh' 
ninety-nine  out  of  every  bundled  are  utterl'v 
incapable  of  serious  reflection. 

And  yet,  both  heie  and  in  S,1o  Paulo, 
these  irresponsible  and  unreflecting  bovs 
were  able  to  provoke  conflicts  which  led  to 
bloodshed  and  were  also  able  to  com- 
pletely defeat  a  measure  designed  to 
settle  a  dispute  between  this  country  and 
a  foreign  power !  A  greater  absurdity  and 
a  more  humiliating  incident  will  not  be 
found  anywhere  in  the  history  of  any 
nation.  • 

We  have  already  given  our  reasons  why 
the  protocols  should  have  been  approved 
by  congress.  They  simply  provided  for  the 
settlement  of  outstanding  claims  by  arbitra- 
tion, and  we  are  in  favor  of  that  method 
of  settling  disputes.  Brazil  apparently 
is  not,  but  that  makes  no  difference  to  us. 
There  were  many  unjust  and  exaggerated 
claims  of  course,  but  we  believe  that  anv 
iair-minded  arbitrator  would  have  thrown 
them  out  and  that  would  have  ended  them 
forever.  But,  supposing  that  the  protocols 
were  objectionable,  whey  should  this  have 
led  to  all  these  insults  and  attacks  on  the 
Italians?  It  was  the  Brazilian  government 
which  proposed  that  method  of  settlement, 
and  it  was  this  same  goveinment  wdiich  was 
pushing  the  measure  through  congress. 
The  Italians  had  nothing  to  do  with  it,  and 
the  great  majoriiy  of  them  living  here  in 
Br.azi!  probably  never  heard  of  the  claims. 
If  there  was  any  need  of  a  popular  demon- 
stration, therefore,  it  should  have  been 
directed  against  the  President  and  his 
cabinet,  and  not  against  the  poor  laborers 
who. are  doing  the  menial  work  for  us  that 
Brazilians  are  unwilling  to  do.  Because 
Carlos  de  Carvalho  and   Glycerio    wanted 


these  protocols  adopted,  is  no  reason  whv 
Brazilians  should  have  organised  hostile 
demonsirauons  against  Italy  and  against 
the  poor  Italians  resident  in  Brazil.  The 
whole  aiTair  exhibits  a  lack  of  rcllection 
and  goo.l  judgment,  and  (or  this  we  are 
indebted  to  students  and  youths  ol  all 
cl.isses,  who  have  fallen  under  the  influence 
of  a  veiy  dangerous  class  of  agitators. 


Tini  A.\f£RICA.V  COMM/SS/OX. 
As  had  been  announced,  the  commission 
of  the  Association  of  Manufacturers  ot  the 
L'nited  States  arrived  here  on  Wednesdav 
last.  The  reception  committee  of  die  As- 
socia(;,\o  Commercial  went  to  meet  them 
and  conveyed  them  to  the  Grand  Hotel  on 
Largo  i\A  Lapa,  where  they  bieakfasted. 

At  the  breakfast  appropriate  toasts  were 
drunk  and  short  speeches  made. 

At  4  o'clock  p.  m.  they  took  the  boat  for 
Petropolis  where  they  stopped  at  the  Pen- 
sio-Central  hotel.  They  were  much  pleased 
with  their  quarters,  which,  they  say,  are  the 
best  they  have  found  since  they  have  been 
in  South  .-Xmerica.  They  were  also  verv 
much  pleased  with  the  town  uf  Peiro])olis, 
to  which  they  will  probaldy  return  when 
they  come  back  from  their  tiip  to  S.lo 
Paulo  and  Minas  Geraes. 

On  Thursday  they  were  presented  to  the 
governor  of  the  state  of  Rio  de  Janeiro  by 
Mr.  Thompson,  minister  of  the  United 
States,  who  has  courteously  exerted  himself 
to  promote  their  comfoit  during  their  stay 
in  Brazil  and  to  aid  them  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  objects  <,f  their  mission. 

They  afterwards  visited  the  Collegio 
Americano  [Miss  Watis's  school]  and  ihe 
Cascaiinha  cotton  factory.  .\t  night  thev 
attended  a  recepdon  given  in  their  honor 
by  Minister  Thomp,son,  which  was  attended 
by  many  prominent  personages. 

On  Friday  three  of  the  commissioners 
came  to  Rio  de  Janeiro  to  look  after  their 
individual  interests  and  some  of  the  others 
went  to  examine  the  water  power  of  the 
electric  light. 

On  Friday  they  c.Tine  to  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
breakfasdng  at  the  Globo  hotel. 

At  noon  Mr.  'I'hompson  presented  them 
to  the  minister  of  foreign  alTairs  and  at 
I  o'clock  p.  m.  to  the  President  of  the 
republic.  They  then  were  presented  to  the 
minister  of  marine  and  to  the  minister  oi 
-  liustry,  who  represents  the  government  in 
ineir  entertainment  during  their  visit. 

At  9.30  p.  m.  the  greater  part  of  the 
commission,  accompanied  bv  some  othcers 
from  the  Casfinc  and  the  gentlemen  charged 
with  their  guidance,  left  for  S:lo  Paulo  on 
a  special  night  express,  where  they  arrived 
on  the  following  day  at  1.30  p.m.  Mr. 
Bacon  was  unable  to  accompany  the  party 
on  account  of  illness,  and  Alessrs.  Fishback 
and  Gilbert  remained  in  Petropotis,  The 
commission  had  also  lost  another  of  its 
members,  Mr.  Johnston,  who  returned  to 
Europe  without  stopping  in  Rio  because 
of  impaired  health. 

According  to  the  telegrams  they  were 
received  at  the  railway  station  in  S;\o  Paulo 
by  a  large  and  enthusiastic  concourse  of 
people.  The  committee  appointed  to  receive 
them  took  ihem  to  the  Hotel  Paulista,  where 
a  breakfast  and  reception  were  given  them. 
They  were  then  shown  the  city  and  the 
Cantareira  waterworks. 

Yesterday -they  went  to  Campinas  to  see 
a  large  coffee  plantation  of  the  S.lo  Paulo 
type,  visited  the  Lidgerwood  and  I\IcHardv 
factories  of  cotlee  machinery,  and  then  re- 
turned to  Sao  Paulo  in  Ume  to  attend  the 
opera  in  the  evening.  They  were  to  have 
started  on  their  journey  into  i\Iinas  to- 
night, but  they  will  in  all  probability  return 
direct  to  this  city  because  of  the  sad  neivs 
sent  ihein  this  morning. 

It  is  our  painful  duty  to  record  ihe 
sudden  death  of  Mr.  S.  E.  Bacon,  of  Erie. 
Pa.,  a  prominent  member  of  the  commis- 
sion and  representative  of  the  Erie  board  of 
trade,  which  occurred  at  the  Pensao  Central. 
Peiropolis,  last  night  at  about  11  o'clock. 
On  Friday  last  Mr.  Bacon  visaed  the  electric 
light  plant  at  Petropolis  in  company  with 
other  members  of  the  commission,  and  was 
induced  to  climb  a  very  steep  hill  to  see  the 
reservoir  for  the  water  power.  The  warmth 
of  the  day  and  the  fadgue  of  the  climb  — 
he  was  a  man  of  about  65  years  of  age  — 
led  him  to  drink  rather  too  freelv  of  the 
cold  water  there,  and  this  brought  on  some 
acute  disorder  of  the  stomach.  He  was 
attended  by  Dr.  Moreira,  of  Petropolis, 
and  everything  possible  was  done  to  save 
his  life,  but  in  vain. 

Mr.  Fishback  telegraphed  to  the  com- 
mission in  Sao  Paulo  this  morning,  and  it 
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is  expected  ihal  the  piirty  will  return  here 
at  once.  The  deceased  gentleman's  family 
has  also  lieen  advised  tif  ids  death.  Ai- 
rangeiiients  have  also  been  made  fi)r  em- 
balmins  the  body  and  sending  it  home  by 
the  Galileo  on  Saturday  next,  it  being  Mr. 
Fisliback's  inientiun  to  acconrpany  llie  re- 
mains to  their  destination.  It  is  expected  i 
that  fnneral  services  will  lie  held  in  I'ttrop- 
(ilis  on  Saturday  morning  next,  after  ^vhicll  ! 
the  IViends  will  come  down  on  a  special 
train  to  see  the  retrains  embarked  for  Xew 
Yoik.

The  ponr  and  Ihe  ignornnl  have  enough 
to  contend  with,  wiihoiit  h.iving  sueh  lemptalions 
put  in  their  way,  for  they  are  not  educated  to  draw 
a  very  clear  line  between  right  and  wrong.

The  Italians  appear  to  be 
She  ones  entitled  to  make  protests.

10  pfuicsl  against  such 
an  occurrence, "  Tlie  paientliesis  is  not  coinpli- 
meiitiiry  to  ihe  twi'  or  three  hundred  ihou-and 
Iialians  in  S.^o  I'auli.  it  must  be  confessed,  bin  as 
the  writer  is  a  Milanese  perhaps  he  will  be  ex- 
cuseil. 

—There  was  a  qnnnel  and  exchange  of  jiislol 
shots  belween  iwo  members  of  a  circus  brass  band 
at  Ampaio,  Sao  Paulo,  a  few  davs  ago,  One  I'f  the 
valentes  received  a  slight  W'lutid  in  the  leg.  Tlieir 
companions  at  once  seized  the  aggressor  aiit]  car- 
ried him  to  Ihe  lown  jad.  but  were  nnable  lo  find 
a  pnlicemsn,  or  any  one  in  charge,  They  whi-tled, 
and  they  wailed — and  then  ihey  gave  \l  u|i,  letling 
the  piisoncr  go.  The  local  p.iper  says  ibai  ihe 
absence  of  the  policeman  in  charge  of  llie  j.iil  is 
due  lo  tlie  small  number  of  men  providetl  — which 
excuse  is  hardly  sufi'icieut.  One  man  is  enough  to 
luck  up  ail  assassin. 

— There  nas  a  snspensitin  nT  traflij  mi  llie  city 
Irani  lines  in  Sao  l'auh>  on  [lie  evenin'^  ofthe26ih, 
the  eniph>yes  siat'ii^^  that  they  c-mld  nol  conimie 
Ihe  SCI  vice  because  of  the  tlneais  continnally  made 
again  1  ihein,  A  majoiiiy  <<t  the  employes  are 
Italians,  and  as  the  lira/.ilian  and  Porln^uese 
employes  were  tired  out,  llie  trall'ic  was  suspendeii. 
This  is  anoiher  sample  of  the  jmlgmeut  employed 
ill  the  Silo  Paulo  conllicls.  lly  penuitiing  tlie 
mociiitiilc  lo  inlerfeie  with  peaceful  employes  of  the 
tram  lines,  the  residents  nfilie  city  had  the  jileasure 
of  walking  home  at  night.  And  the  di-tanees  in 
Sao  I'aulo  are  not  iucimsiderahle  either  ! 

—The  Coinmerciu  de  S.  I'auh  of  the  27ih  ult. 
says  :  "Once  more  ihe  Hrazilmn  peo[ile  have 
shown  Ihat  they  know  how  to  piotest  energetically 
agaiiiiit  every  offense  to  ihe  national  priilc  {biii<s), 
also  that  they  are  not  ignorant  of  the  duties  wliich 
good  sense  and  prudence  counsel,  once  the  crisis 
has  passed."  Pomada,  colleague  !  Are  provoca- 
tions, mob  processions,  attacks  on  defenceless  and 
peaceful  foreigners,  vainglorious  resoUilinns,  and 
all  that,  proofs  of  this  statement  ?

After  some  discussion,  Glycerin  asked 
him  lo  return  in  the  evening  to  meet  Minister 
Cmlos  de  Carvalho,  which  he  did.  After  another 
iliscussion  and  a  cuiisutialion  with  the  President, 
the  abimdonment  oi  the  measure  was  resolved 
upon,  the  charges  ag.MiisI  llie  Italians  in  Sfio  Paulo 
being  used  as  the  reason.  It  wimld  have  been 
incredible  had  the  army  ofhcers  been  able  lo  kct'p 
out  of  ihe  dispute.

— .^t  Casa  Branca,  Siio  Paulo,  which  is  not  far 
from  the  grazing  districis  of  Miuas  and  Goyaz,  a 
kilo  of  fresh  bee!  costs  i$200. 

—  Reports  are  current  of  other  failures  among 
.  the  brokers.     As  usual,  however,  the  liquidations 

will  be  piivaie  and  llnough  a  compromise. 

—The  municipal  council  hns  revoked  its  own 
re.solution  to  permit  iheopening  of  certain  busiuesi 
houses  on  Sundays  and  holidays  up  to  midday. 

—  It  is  shid  ihnt  about  130  buildings  are  under 
construction  nt  Bello  Horisonte,  the  new  capital  of 
Minns  Geraes,  on  which  about  5,000  men  are 
employed, 

—It  is  reported  ihnt  a  defalcation  of  r,ooo,ooo$, 
al  first'esli mated  ot  400,000$,  has  been  discovered 
in  the  accounts  of  one  of  the  important  companies 
of  this  city.  Considerable  reserve  is  shown,  how- 
ever, by  the  press  in  mentioning  names,

—We  are  informed  that  Mr.  Stanley  Jacobs, 
whose  dishonest  lailure  was  recorded  in  these  col- 
umns some  weeks  ago.  lefi  this  city  on  a  sailing 
vessel  for  some  northern  port.  He  seems  to  have 
"fleeced"  nearly  every  friend  and  acquaintance  he 
had  in  Rio.  As  (01  ihe  settlement  promised  by  his 
partner,  nothing  more  is  heard  from  it  and  the 
chances  arc  that  nhaolntely  nothing  will  be  realized 
from  the  assets.

Mnrchesini  BiOtheis  in  S.  Pnubi,  where  they  are 
making  special  tff'Mis  to  meet  the  requirements ol 
coffee  planters.  The  industry  is  a  necessary  and 
useful  one  nnd  deserves  every  success.  We  have 
placed  the  sample  sent  us  ill  the  disposition  of  the 
gardener  at  ihe  Stimigers'  Hospitnl  and  shall 
hope  lo  see  excellent  results  from  its  use, 

—Without  a  doubt  the  coirts  are  principally  res- 
pniisihle  for  the  bad  fiiianci.Tl  situation  in  which 
many  business  houses  find  themselves  plunged. 
Owing  to  the  venality  and  toipor  of  the  courts,  it 
is  impossible  I"  seek  redre.ss  through  their  chan- 
nels unless  one  is  prepared  to  wait  indefinitely  and 
pay  out  more  money  for  fees  and  other  puiposes 
ih.in  most  men  can  afford  to  do.  We  know  of  one 
case  rthcre  the  proprietor  of  a  piinting-olfice  pros- 
ecnted  the  propriet<ir  of  a  so-called  financial 
paper  lor  an  unpaid  bill,  and  although  a  wrillen 
acknoivledgmeni  oi  the  debt  by  the  later  was 
phicedin  evidence,  the  case  is  >iA\  undecided  after 
over  SIX  uT'n'hs  consideration.  More  than  this, 
the  fees,  etc.,  now  amount  to  more  ihan  the  ac- 
count. Under  such  conditions,  it  ts  nniural  that 
the  banks  .Tud  funis  should  avoid  all  recourse  lo 
snch  couiis,  and  ^eek  to  settle  tlieir  difficulties  hy 
com|r>oin-es,  Life  is  not  long  enough,  nor  pa- 
tience snfficien  ly  cooipiehensive,  to  permit  any 
inicrtereiice  in  such  a  labyrinth  of  intrigue  and 
injustice. 

—  Ihe  Naion  advocates  the  adoption  here  of 
the  scheme  just  piesented  in  Buenos  Aires 
for  the  suppression  of  mendicity.  It  certainly 
would  he  a  blessing  to  see  the  street  cleared 
of  ihe  jiestiferous  beggars  who  are  perpetually 
importuning  for  alms,  aud  especially  of  the 
children  who  are  thus  early  initiated  in  a  career 
of  idleness,  vice  and  dishonesty.  It  would  be 
well,  however,  to  begin  with  the  street  lottery 
ticket  sellers,  who  in  this  city  are  a  far  greater 
nuisance  than  the  beggars,  and  whose  importuni- 
ties exceed  all  bounds,  while  their  cries  fill  the 
streets  with  clamour  at  nil  hours  of  the  day  and 
night.  On  the  day  ol  a  drawing  we  have  heard 
them  yelling  and  bawling  until  nfter  12  nt  night, 
commencini;  again  soon  after  5  in  the  morning. 
Such  a  nuisance  as  this  should  not  be  tolerated 
in  a  civilised  ciiy.  There  are  innumerahle  agen- 
cies where  those  who  require  lottery  tickets  can 
buy  them,  and  it  should  be  mnde  a  penal  offence, 
equal  with  mendicity,  to  solicit  persons  in  the 
streets  or  cai^s  or  to  call  the  tickets  aloud  in  the 
streets.  We  believe  this  is  done  in  Buenos 
Aires,  where  some  regard  is  paid  to  the  quiet 
of  the   residents.- .l/o«/^f/V/c£i    Times.

—A  destructive  fire  broke  out  among  ihe  build-- 
ings  on  Rua  do  Ouvidor  between  Uruguayans  and 
Gonjalves  Dias  on  the  early  morning  of  the  26lh, 
and  completely  destroyed  those  occupied  by  the 
"Restaurant  Petropolis"  and  "Os  Dezoito  Bi- 
Ihares,"  belonging  to  Messrs.  Campos  &  Co.,  the- 
Itatiaia  milk  deposit,  the  American  hat  store, 
the  art  store  of  Gon9alves  &  Veitas,  the  bat  and 
shoe  store  of  J.  M.  da  Cosla  &  Co.,  and  two  boot 
and  shoe  stores  on  Rua  da  Uruguayana.  The- 
buildings  burned  were  Nos,  131,  133  an  I  135  Rua 
do  Ouvidor  and  80,  82  B,  and  82  A  Rua  da  Uru- 
guayana, the  latter  on  the  corner  of  Rua  do 
Ouvidor.  The  total  loss  is  estimated  at  1,600,000$^ 
to  2,000,000$,  of  which  800,000$  are  said  to  rep- 
resent the  value  of  the  buildings  which  belong  to- 
the  Ordem  Terceira  de  S.  Francisco  da  Penitencia 
nnd  have  only  lately  undergone'  extensive  repairs. 
The  loss  on  the  Restaurant  Peiropohs,  which  had 
been  fitted  up  most  luxuriously  about  a  year  ago^ 
is  estimated  at  200.000$,  including  the  adjoining 
billiard  saloon,  only  one  half  ol  which  was  insured. 
The  insurance  of  ico,ooo$  on  these  two  es'aldish-. 
ments  was  all  in  national  companies.  The  loss  oi> 
the  art  store  of  Gon?aIves  &  Veitns  is  estimated  at 
150,000$,  of  wliich  95,000$  were  insured  in  one 
national  and  two  foreign  companies.  All  the 
several  business  estahlishments  and  the  buihlings 
were  insured,  but  not  to  the  full  value.  The  fire- 
is  supposed  to  have  originated  from  n  defective 
chimney  in  the  restaurant. 


Financial  Notes 


—The  customjiouse,  nt  Parnahyba,  Piauhy^ 
yjehled  a  revenue  of  only  292,322$937  during  the 
six  months  ending  June  30lh  last. 

— One  of  our  contemporaries  is  now  anticipating 
some  relief  in  this  maiket  fiom  the  three  millions, 
to  be  expended  on  the  S.  Paulo  railway.  It  should 
he  snid  that  pan  of  this  will  come  out  as  materials, 
and  the  cash  will  come  only  as  it  is  required. 

—A  telegram  states  that  the  new  Minas  Geraes 
loan  will  he  brouglit  out  in  Europe  early  this 
month.  The  necotiaiioiis  have  been  going  on  for 
so  hmg  a  time,  and  there  are  so  many  uncertmnties 
nboui  It,  that  we  shall  not  be  surprisctl  to  hear  of" 
another  postiionement. 

-If  the  New  York  telegram  ofth--  27th  is  cor- 
rect, McKinley  ha<  decl.ired  that  lie  favors  the  free 
C'linage  of  silver,  but  only  afier  a  certain  period. 
This  is  just  what  we  have  feared.  Tne  gold" 
stamiard  men  can  not  trusi  him,  and  they  ,  can 
never  lie  sure  Ihat  he  would  opi.ose  a  bee  coinage 
liill.  Lreparable  hi.ss  and  disgrace  lie  in  such  a 
policv.  and  the  coimtiy  seems  to  have  no  candi- 
daie  s'roiic  enouj-h  lo  declare  hniisclf  against  it  un- 
equivocally. It  IS  to  be  feared  that  noi  only  the 
United  Sintes,  but  the  whole  financial  world  is 
now  facing  a  Very  grave  danger.  Free  coinage 
means  disaster  everywhere,  as  well  as  repudiatioa. 
and  dishonor.

—According  to  the  Correio  of  Campinas  of 
the  29lh  ult.,  the  Mugyana  line  delivered  12,844 
l>nt;s  of  coffee  lo  the  Panllsta  line  on  ihe  27ih 
for  conveyance  to  Santos,  making  a  total  of  2S7. 170 
bags  since  the  1st  of  the  month. 

—Ill  view  of  the  lower  prices  now  ruling  for 
coffee,  is  it  not  time  tnjconsider  measures  for  redud- 
ing  the  costs  of  production  and  of  marketing  the 
product  ?  Many  expenses  nre  incurred  at  present 
wdiich  could  Well  he  abolished,  and  the  saving 
credited  to  the  producer. 

—Another  fire  in  a  cotfee-clenning  establishment 
occmred  on  the  plamation  of  Sr.  M.  C.  Villas- 
Boas  al  Corrego  Fundo,  near  Campinas,  S.  Panlo, 
on  the  19th  ult.  The  lo^s  was  a  total  one,  includ- 
ing 4,000  arrobas  of  coffee  ready  for  market.  Ther 
nuniber  of  these  destructive  fires  on  coffee  planta- 
tions this  year  is  significatit.  In  all  probability  it 
is  due  to  greater  negligence  in  the  use  of  cigarettes^ 
abiut  the  buildings.
